NPW TO»K, January 18.—Reports con- 


tinue to come m from up and down the 
coast of disasters to small sailing craft 
engaged in the coasting trade 
The Her- 


ald prints the following "The schooner 
Seabitif Captain Haakell, of Ellsworth, 
Maine, which cleared on Thursday with 
«i load of pig iron, bound from New York 
to Boston, was wrecked off Gull Island, 
Long Island Sound, on Saturday morn- 
ing dnnng a blinding snow-storm 
The 


Captain and the crew, which consisted 
of a cook and four seamen, weie rescued 
bv a farmer named Corwin, and landed in 
safety at 
Fresh Ponds, a small set 


tlement near 
Baiting 
Hollow 
The 


rescued 
men 
had 
a thrilling 
ex 


peiience and at one time had given up all 
hope 
The first two day of the voyage 


were uneventful, the sea being as smooth 
a« glass 
On Friday night, when off Gull 


Island, a blinding snow storm, accom- 
panied by a northwest gale set in 
The 


wavea swept the decks and made it dan- 
gerous loi the crew to attend to their du- 
ties 
The wind, which had increased 


In 
\elocity, 
whistled 
through 
the 


sails. 
and 
tumbled 
the 
fright 


rned 
sailors 
about 
the 
decks 


Toward morning the men who had been 
on diitv all night went below to get some 
food 
To their horror it was discovered 


that the ship had sprung a leak, and that 
the water was inshing into the hold at a 
frightful iat« 
Again the men went on 


flpck and the unequal stiuggle between 
endurance and the angrv elements was 
renewed 
All set to work bailing out 


the '•hip 
Fortv tons ol pig iron were 


thrown overboard, and an 
attempt 


was made 
to 
anchoi 
the 
ves- 


sel 
The huge anchors two in number, 


wer<> lowered into the sea, ind instasthe 
captain was congratulating himself on 
having accomplished the feat successful- 
ly, a temble gnst of wind snapped the 
chains 
Then a huge wave earned awav 


the vawl and another broke the ruddei 
The wind, nnt to be outdone, put out all 
the lights, so darkness was added toother 
misfoitunes o! the terror-stricken crew 
Still, the men did not give up all hope 
They continued to work, although with- 
out food for twenty-four hours 


The schooner, without a rudder, with 


frozen sails, her yawl washed overboard, 
her anchors gone and manned by a 
starved and exhausted 
crew, drifted 


about in the storm and wind 
The out- 


look was black, and the Captain, although 
he tried to look cheerful in the presence 
oi the crew, inwardly ielt that all chance 
ol saving the ship and all the men was at 
an end. The bailing out of the water in 
the hold was kept up all night, so when 
the day dawned the Seabird was still 
afloat 
Captain Haskell gave orders to 


have the signal of distress hoisted on the 
main-mast 
Luakily lor him and the 
crew the signal was observed by a brave 
Long Island fanner living at Fresh Point, 
who was on the beach at the time and saw 
the signal, and,§withoutlhesitating a mo- 
ment, set about constructing a raft ol 
fenders 
The surt was running high at 
the time, and it required dauntless cour- 
age to reach the wrecked vessel in such 
weather. Nevertheless, the brave man 
made the venture. On board the Sea- 
bird all hands were eagerly watching 
their rescuer 
The raft rode safely over 


the waves and was soon alongside the 
ship 
As it was very small, only one of 


the crew at a time could be taken on 
board, and six successive trips had to 
be made before all were landed on 
shore 
The crew, who had suffered in- 


tensely from hunger, cold and exhaus- 
tion, were taken to Mr. Corwin's house, 
and given lood and shelter. The vessel 
is a wreck 


A Solitary Survivor 


NEW YORK, January 13.—The schooner 


Cassle Wright, 866 tons, with guano from 
Philadelphia to Savannah, ott Fryingpan 
Shoals on Friday, the 8th lust , and while 
leaking badly, was struck by a heavy gale 
ol wind from the Southwest 
Captain 


Clark turned his ship and scudded for 
Beaufort, but was compelled to beach his 
vessel on Friday night, about six miles 
west of Cape Lookout light, and three 
miles east ol Beaufort Bar. The Stew- 
ard was swept away soon after the vessel 
struck. One sailor was drowned in at- 
tempting to get ashore, and another was 
knocked overboard and lost on Sunday 
by the breaking of the mizzen mast 


The Captain and mate froze to death 


on Sunday, and one sailor on Sunday 
night at eight o'clock 
Another sailoi, 


the only one ol the crew left, was rescued 
yesterday about ten o'clock by a crew of 
natives 
The natives, to the number of 


nearly fllty men, with several boats that 
they carried across the banks, stayed on 
the beach Irom Saturday until yesterday 
In the worst spell of weather that we 
have had for many years and made every 
effort in their power to reach the suffei- 
ers, but the wind was blowing a gale 
right on the beach, making a tremendous 
sea in which no boat coxild live 


The lescued man did all in his powei 


to keep hii companions from freezing. 
He beat and kicked them constantly, but 
to no purpose 
They would sleep, and 


sleep brought death 
The crew of the 


schooner were without anything to eat or 
drink from Wednesday night, the 7th 
instant 
It is reasonable to suppose that 


if there had been a life-saving station at 
Cape Lookout the six lives would have 
been saved

Theodore Roosevelt's Lecture on West- 
ern Life and the Indiana. 


NEW YORK, January 
14.—Theodore 


Koosevelt gave a lecture Tuesday night 
at the Yonng Men's Institute, on the 
Bowery, on ''Rancb Life in the West " 
His earlier talk on his adventures as ii 
hunter of the 
grizzly 
had 
evidently 


captured the favor of the audience and 
the applause on his appearance was lon» 
and hearty. 


"My friends of the Institute seem to 


think!" said he, "that I can talk only on 
two subjects—the bear and the cowboy— 
and the one I am to handle this evening 
is rather the more formidable of the two. 
After all, the cowboys arc not the ruf- 
fians and desperadoes that the nickel li- 
brary paints them. Of course, in the 
Irontier towns, where the only recog- 
nized amusements are vices.'there is more 
or less not and disorder. But take the 
cowboy on his native heath, on the 
round-up, and you will find in him the 
virtues of courage, endurance, good-fel- 
lowship and generosity. He is not sym- 
pathetic. The cowboy divides all hu- 
manity into two classes, the sheep and 
the 
goats, 
those 
who 
can 
ride 


bucking horses and those who can't; 
and 
I 
must 
say 
he 
doesn't 


care much for the goats. I suppose I 
should be ashamed to say that I took the 
Western view ol the Indian. I don't go 
so far as to think that the only good In- 
dians are the dead Indians, bnt I believe 
nine out oi svery ten are, and I shouldn't 
like to inquire too closely into the case 
ol the tenth. The most vicious cowboy 
has more principle than the average In- 
dian. Turn 800 lowfamiiies of New York 
Into New Jersey, support them for fifty 
years in vicious idleness and you will 
have some idea of what Indians are. 
Reckless, revengeful, fiendishly cruel, 
they rob and murder, not the cowboys, 
who can take care of themselves, bnt the 
defenseless, lone settlers on the plains. 
As for the soldiers, an Indian chief once 
asked Sheridan for a cannon. 'What, do 
you want to kill my soldiers with it?' 
asked the General. 'No,' replied the 
chief; 'want to kill cowboy; kill soldier 
with a club.' The ranche Is ephemeral. 
Fences arc spreading all over the western 
country, and by the end of the century 
most of It will be under cultivation. I, 
for one, shall be sorry to see it go; for 
when the cowboy disappears, one of the 
best and healthiest phases of Western life 
will disappear with him."

C., staving that the writer, a leading col- 
ored man, desired to locate forty or fifty 
families, comprising five to eight persons 
In each family, in this State during Jan- 
uary. Other letters from different parts 
of the Carollnas indicate that at least one 
thousand negroes will come to Arkansas 
between this date and May.
